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INTRODUCTION. 



^HEN the valuable liturary of the fecond 
Earl of Oxford was purchafed by Thomas 
Ofbome, the lA)ndon bookfeller, it contained 
a " coUe£Uon of fcarce, curious, and enter- 
taining pamphlets and tra£ts," many of which 
were confidered unique. Out of thefe was 
formed the " Harleian Mifcellany," which extended to eight 
volumes 4to, and was publifhed at London in yearly volumes, 
the laft of which appeared about 1747. 

In the preparation of this valuable work, Ofbome had the 
good fortune to obtain the aid of William Oldys, Efquire, a 
man to whom his country is deeply indebted for many literary 
fervices, the merits and importance of which are better known 
and edeemed at the prefent date than they were in his 
own tima la tiie feventh volume of this colleftion will 
be found a reprint of "Sir Thomas Overburie's Vifion; 
with the Ghofts of Wefton," &c, of which Oldys gives the 
following abftra£i:* — "This is a Poem compofed in our 
Epic verfe, and, as may be gather'd from the feventeenth 
page, by the author of the additional Legends in that edition 
of the ' Myrror for Magiftrates,' which was printed in 4to, 
1610, whofe name was Richard Niccols. It is perhaps with 
fome impropriety entitled ' Sir Thomas Overburie's Vifion,' for 
it is indeed the vifion or dream of the author, upon whofe 
imagination the Trial of Sir Thomas's Murderers in Guild- 
Hall, where he had heard it, made fuch imprefTion that Sir 
Thomas ai^>eared to him at night in his fieep, and led him to 
the Tower, and there relates how barbaroully he was treated

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for his faithful fervices to his Mailer, (Robert Carr, Earl of 
Somerfet.) There is a wooden print of Sir Thomas, his Ghoft, 
and he concludes his tale with a requeft that our Author 
fliould tranfmit to pofterity his true tragedy. Then, as they 
are looking towards Traytor's Bridge, they fee under the Arch 
the Ghoft of Wefton arife out of the Thames, and he tells the 
Story of his Guilt in a penitential manner; and here we have 
his picture, with a halter about his neck. After whom appears, 
in the fame place, Mrs. Turner, whofe figure, in like manner alfo, 
is attended with her confeflion. To her fucceeds Sir Garvis 
EUwis, Lieutenant of the Tower, and after him, Franklin: each 
in a print, attended with their fpeech. When the laft finks 
down. Sir Thomas winds up the whole with a Panegyrick 
upon the King's Juftice, in bringing his faid Murderers (except 
the two Noble Chiefs) to execution, and with prayers that 
Heaven would confound all treafonable attempts againft him 
and the State: Here the Author wakes, and fo ends his Vifion." 

This abftraft of the poem is fubftantially correfl, but the 
verfion itfelf in the Mifcellany has the defeft of modernizing 
the language, and omitting the woodcuts, which are fingularly 
interefting; and as Niccols muft have feen the unhappy 
fufferers during their trials, may be prefumed to pofiefs fome 
refemblance to the criminals. The woodcut of Mrs. Turner, 
whofe confeflion is fo pathetically exprefled, and in which fo 
many beautiful paflages occur, is particularly attractive, and 
has been very accurately copied in the prefent reprint. 

The late Charles Kirkpatrick Sharpe, Esq., had in his 
library a rare tra6l, entitled " The Juft Downfall of Ambition, 
Adultery, and Murder," printed at London, fmall 4to. On 
the title-page there is a rude cut of Mrs. Turner, of which a 
copy was etched by that gentleman, and prefixed, with other 
fimilar cuts, to the reprint of an unpublilhed work, entitled 
"The Whore's Rhetoric,*** originally printed, London, i2mo,

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1683. There is no refemblance whatever between the two 
wood engravings. 

It is evident neither Anthony k Wood, nor, at a more recent 
period, Haflewood, ever faw a copy of the original edition of 
" Sir Thomas Overburies Vifion," which is of extreme rarity, 
and of which there is no copy in the library of the Britilh 
Mufeum, or in that of the Faculty of Advocates. Neither 
did Mr. Amos; who, in his elaborate work, entitled "The 
Great Oyer of Poifoning," * has quoted feveral portions of 
the poem, from the " Harleian Mifcellany, Vol. VII." This 
learned gentleman, albeit a lawyer and a member of the 
Supreme Council of India, duly appreciated the poetical 
merits of Niccols, for he ventures to fay, "The student of 
Englifli poetry will read with much intereft feveral of the 
lines; which, if he had not been apprized of their date, he 
would probably have fuppofed to have been written after the 
period of Waller and Denham." 

"Richard NiccoUs," fays Anthony k Wood, "efteemed 
eminent for his poetry in his time, was born [about the year 
1584] of genteel parents in London, and at eighteen years 
of age, an. 1602, was entred a ftudent in Ms^. coll. in 
Michaelmas term; but making little ftay there he retired 
to Mag. hall, and took the degree of bach, of arts in 1606, 
being then numbred among the ingenious perfons of the 
univerfity. After he had remained there for fome time he 
retired to the great City, obtained an employment fuitable 
to his faculty, and at length honoured the devotees to poetry 
with thefe things following," &c.t 

Haflewood, in his reprint of the " Mirror for Magiftrates,"{ 
fays that Niccols, who had publiftied an edition of that 
popular Mifcellany in 16 10, with the text of which he had 
ventured to take liberties, had, when about twelve years of

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age, embarked in a veflel called the '' Ark" which failed with 
the expedition againft Cadiz in June, 1596, and was prefent at 
the great and complete vi£loiy obtained by fea and land on 
that occafion. Whether this voyage was the refult of boyifh 
ardour, or that he was originally intended to be a6hially 
employed for his country in either marine or military fervice, 
is not known. 

He appears on his return to have refumed his ftudies, and 
in 1602 was entered a ftudent in Magdalen College, Oxford. 
He took the degree of Bachelor of Arts in 1606, and was then 
efteemed among the "ingenious perfons of the Univerfity," 
In 16 10 he impliedly fays he fhould have continued the 
'' Mirror for Magiflrates" further, if his own affairs would have 
fufiered him to proceed, but being called away by other 
employments, he of force left the completion to others. What 
defignation thefe employments gave him for the remainder 
of his life, beyond that of a poet, is not known. In that 
chara£ler his talents would appear overrated by Headley, who 
confidered him " a poet of great elegance and imagination," 
had not Warton unwittingly gone farther. Niccols, on reprint- 
ing the "Induftion," found the rhyme too perfe£l, and the 
language too polilhed, to allow the attempting of any of his 
fuppofed emendations, but towards the conclufion of the poem, 
he was bold enough to rejefl one flanza, and foifl in four of 
his own compofmg; and it is to his credit that Warton, in 
analyfing the whole, reprinted two of thefe as the genuine 
produ£lion of Sackville. Such a compliment cannot be 
exceeded. He publiflied the "Cuckow," 4to, 1607, and he 
fays, 

" And Cucicw'likt of Caftaes wrongs in ruftick tunes did fing." 

He reprinted the "Mirror for Magiftrates" in 1610, edited 
in a manner that left his volume without any value but for 
the adding his own poems, viz., firft, the " Fall of Princes," 
and last, " A Winters Nights Vifion." This Vifion was com- 
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pofed probably as long before as Auguft, 1603, ^ that was 
the laft calamitous year when the plague ravaged extenfively 
previous to its being publifhed. On that occafion our author 
retired for fafety to Greenwich, where, wandering through the 
walks long favoured by Elizabeth, the circumftance of it being 
her natal place, combined with her then recent death, appears 
to have awakened his youthful mufe to attempt this metrical 
hiftory of her life, " Expicedium. A Funeral Oration upon the 
death of the late deceafed Princeffe, of famous memorye, 
Elizabeth," &c., 4to, 1603. He alfo wrote the "Three 
Sifters Teares. Shed at the late Solemne Funerals of 
the Ro)^U deceafed Henry, Prince of Wales," &c., 4to, 16 13; 
"The Fvries. With Vertves Encomium, Or the Image of 
Honour. In two Bookes of Epigrammes," &c., 8vo, 1614; 
" Monodia or Walthams Complaint, vpon the death of that 
moft Vertuous and Noble Ladie, late deceafed the Lady 
Honor Hay," &c., 8vo, 1615; "Londons Artillery, briefly 
containing the noble praftife of that wo[r]thie Societie," &c., 
4to, 16 1 6. (For an account of this poem, fee "Britifh 
Bibliographer," Vol. I., p. 363.) "Sir Thomas Overbvries 
Vifion," &c., 4to, 1616, reprinted in the " Harleian Mifcellany/' 
181 1, Vol. VII., p. 178. The author makes the Ghoft of 
Overbury, in his addrefs to him, fay — 

'*(Othoumcrtallwig^ 
Whofo motunefiill Mufe^ bat wfailome did recite 
Oar Brittaine Princes, and their wofiill £ites 
In that true (Mirraurfor our Magiflrates,)*^ 

His laft work is " The Beggers Ape," &c., 4to, 1627. 

As an able bibliographer, Haflewood deferves great com- 
mendation, but we are not prepared to aflign much weight to 
his poetical criticifms, which ihow that he had not drank 
deeply of the Caftalian Spring. He was a zealous follower 
of the dry-as-duft school of the period, and rather preferred 
collating the different editions of the " Mirror for Magiftrates" 
than enjoying its beauties. Headley, on the other hand, whofe 
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high opinion was founded exclufively upon Niccols* contri- 
butions to the " Mirror " — ^for he apparently had never feen 
the " Vifion " — was a poet himfelf; and his " Seleft Beauties 
of Ancient Englifti Poetry, with Remarks/' publiflied originally 
in 1787, when he was only twenty-two years of age, afford 
ample evidence of his elegant poetical tafte, and his great 
critical ability.* 

The acceffion of the Royal Family of Stewart to the Throne 
of England did not realize the anticipations of thofe who 
imagined a union of the two kingdoms would be beneficial 
to both. The Scots were difcontented at the abfence of the 
King and Court, whilft the Englifli, during the entire reign 
of James, had but little caufe for rejoicing at the prefence of a 
Monarch who diflipated the refources of the country on his 
favourites, whofe manners were unkingly, and whofe habits 
were grofs and fenfual. His reign in England, which com- 
menced on 24th March, 1603, and terminated on 27th March, 
1625, to borrow an epithet of modem days, was throughout a 
fenfational one. 

Although James met with a hearty welcome from his new 
fubje£ls, and was flattered and feafted to his heart's content, 
thefe halcyon days gradually pafTed away; and after two 
years of a deceitful calm, a combination of malcontents was 
forming, whofe objeft it was to deftroy the King, Lords, and 
Commons, by what is known as the Gunpowder Plot. His 
Majefty was flattered by the courtiers for the good things he 
fcattered amongft them; but by the gentry, as well as com- 
monality, was held in little eflimation, and the contraft drawn 
between him and his predeceffor was certainly not to his 
advantage. The only manly paftime of his Majefty was the 
chafe, in which he frequently indulged, carefully guarded by 
a retinue of followers to proteft him from harm. He had a 
tafte for mafques and pageants; patronifed tilts, but feldom

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perfonally ventured to run a courfe. To females he was cold, 
but an admirer of male beauty. 

When he left Scotland, James took with him, as a Groom 
of the Chamber, a young man named Prefton, of an ancient 
family, neither noble nor rich, but aflive, handfome, and well 
educated. During the tournaments, fo frequently exhibited 
at Court, probably more for the gratification of Anne of Den- 
mark than the deleflation of her timid hufband, Preflon 
diflinguifhed himfelf by his agility and the (kill he difplayed 
in managing his deed. He was, upon the occafion of his 
Majefty's coronation, 25 th July, 1603, made a Knight of the 
Bath. Subfequently he received a Scottifli Peerage, under the 
title of Lord Dingwall, 8th June, 1609; and upon obtaining 
the hand of the Vifcountefs of Tilliophelim, the only furviving 
child of the Earl of Ormond, and the youthful widow of the 
apparent heir-male of that noble family, was created Earl of 
Defmond in Ireland. 

Favoured as Lord Dingwall continued to be by James and 
his Queen, it was his fate to be eclipfed by another youth 
from the North, whofe fair proportion of body and beauty of 
countenance the Monarch found it impoffible to refift. 

It is flrange that the new favourite was brought under the 
notice of James by the old one. Dingwall, being ordered by 
the King to perform at a courtly tilting, having a regard for 
Robert Car or Ker, a fon of the Laird of Femihurft— from 
his being, like himfelf, a native of Scotland, and from his 
" comely vifage " and " courtly prefence "—preferred him to 
carry the device to the King, according to the ufual cuftom- 
When he (hould have lighted from his horfe to perform his 
office, the animal ftarted back, threw him down, and broke 
his leg.* James, learning that his name was Ker, and that 
he was one of his pages, caufed him to be taken into the

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Court, and attended to carefully until he recovered from his 
hurt. Wilfon, in his life of James, mentions that his Majefty 
'' vifited him often during his neceflitated reftraint fometimes 
an hour or more, converfing with him to found him and know 
what he was; and though he found no great depth of literature 
and experience, yet fuch a fmooth and calm outfide made him 
think there might be a good and fit anchorage for his moft 
retired caufes." 

In a moft amufmg letter by Thomas Howard, fubfequently 
Earl of Suffolk, to Sir John Harrington of Kelfton,* after 
inftrufling his friend as to his behaviour when he came to 
Court, he thus defcribed the ruling favourite, " Car hath ail 
favours, as I told you before; the King teacheth him Latin 
every morning, and I think fome one fhould teach him 
Englifti too; for, as he is a ScottiKh lad, he hath much need of 
better language. The King doth" much covet his prefence; 
the Ladies too are not behind-hand in their admiration; for I 
tell you, good Knight, this fellow is ftraight-limbed, well- 
favourede, ftrong-fhoulderd, and fmooth-faced, with fome fort 
of cunning and (how of modefty; tho', God wot, he well 
knoweth when to fliew his impudence." This worthy noble- 
man did not then imagine he was fubfequently to be a party 
to the unhallowed efpoufals of his profligate daughter to the 
" Scottifh lad." 

During the period that Somerfet was thus climbing the 
ladder of promotion, his afcent was materially aided by Sir 
Thomas Overbury, whofe judicious advice and affe£tionate 
anxiety was of incalculable value to him. His counfellor was 
an accompliftied gentleman, who had travelled, feen Courts, 
and wrote in verfe as well as profe* When at the pinnacle of 
power. Car threw down the ladder by which he had mounted. 
He had been fafcinated by the beauty and addrefs of an un- 
principled female, the Lady Frances Howard, daughter of Sir

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John Harrington's correfpondent, who had been married when 
ahnoft a child to the youthful Earl of Effex — ^the fon of the 
unfortunate favourite of Queen Elizabeth* 

Upon the 25 th of March^ 161 1, Car, ftyled " fon to Thomas 
Car, Laird of Femihurft," was created Vifcount Rochefter at 
Whitehall, with great ceremony. Upon the 21ft of April 
following, " Sir Thomas Overbury, having offended his friend 
Car, was firft imprifoned" in the Tower.* 

Overbury had previoufly been the " Pythias" of " Car," and 
in order to influence him, his father had been made, through 
the Howards, a Wellh judge; the fon, " naturally of an infolent 
fpirit, which was elevated by being fo intimate with the favourite, 
and wholly having ingrofTed that commodity, which could not 
be retayled but by him and his favor; with a kind of fcome 
neglefted their friendfhips, yet made ufe of both." t 

Sir Anthony Weldon informs his readers that the Earls of 
Northampton and Suffolk, the latter his nephew, and both 
Howards, unable to influence Overbury as they defired, took 
other means of accomplifhing what they wanted by means of a 
" ' Moabitifh woman,' a daughter of the Earle of Suffolk, married 
to a young noble gentleman, the Earle of EfTex." This was the 
Lady Frances, fecond daughter of Thomas, Earl of Suffolk. Her 
elder fifler, Elizabeth, was the wife of William Knollys, Earl 
of Banbury, an aged nobleman, upon whofe death two male 
children were produced as bom of the marriage; but their 
legitimacy was not allowed, and the Earldom of Banbury 
thereby became extinfl. 

A meeting was brought about at the houfe of a depraved 
perfon of the name of Coppii^er, who, though originally of 
good fortune and family, had become thoroughly degraded, 
but was a friend of both the Howards, and a very fuitable 
perfon for what followed. Thefe love paffages between Car

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and Lady Frances came to the ears of Overbury, " that John 
Baptift that reproved the Lord for the fin of ufing the 
lady, and abufing the young Earl of Essex ; would call her 
ftrumpet, her mother and brother bawds, and ufed them with 
fo much fcome, as in truth was not to be endured from a 
fellow of his rank, to perfons of that quality, how faulty foever 
otherwife they were. 

" Then, to fatisfie Overbury, and blot out the name of fin, 
his love led him into a more defperate way, by a refolution to 
marry another mans wife. Againft this then did Overbury 
bellow louder, and in it, (hewed himfelf more like an affeftionate 
then a difcreet and moderate friend : had he compounded but 
one dram of difcretion with an ounce of afie£lion, he might 
with fuch a receipt have preferved his own life, and their 
fortunes and honors." * 

The firft ftep to remove Overbury was to influence the King 
againft him, and this was not very difficult to effeft. It was 
arranged that he (hould be fent as Ambaflador to Ruffia. If 
he accepted the appointment, he was removed from all inter- 
ference with the (hameful proceedings in progrefs. If he 
refufed, then he incurred the difpleafure of James, an act of 
contempt, for which he could expe6l nothing lefs than 
imprifonment. He rejefted the appointment, and was com- 
mitted to the Tower, which he never left alive ; this imprifon- 
ment was exaftly twenty-feven days after his perfidious friend 
had been created Vifcount of Rochefter. 

Whether Damon contemplated what was to follow the 
incarceration of the once beloved Pythias is uncertain. That 
he was a party to the commitment to the Tower is plain, but 
at any time a fingle word to James would have procured a 
remiflion of the fentence. After a careful confideration of the 
evidence adduced on the trial of the parties implicated in 
Overbury's murder, there does not appear any proof that

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Somerfet was at all cognifant of the intended murder. Of 
the guilt of his wife there is not the fhadow of a doubt. She 
was the originator and prime mover, and as vindiftive as 
fhe was profligate; (he prolonged the fufferings of her viftim 
until the latefl moment, when nature could fuftain the poifonous 
attack no longer, and Overbury expired — the viftim of a 
falacious woman. 

Whilft Overbury was in durance vile, proceedings were 
inftituted for annulling the marriage between Lady Frances 
Howard and the Earl of Effex; and a courfe of inveftigation 
paffed, not to be paralleled in any civilized country, in which 
the King himfelf performed a prominent part What was 
done in this iniquitous affair will be found in Ofborne*s 
"Traditionary Memoirs," to which the reader is referred. 
Abbot, Archbifhop of Canterbury, oppofed the whole pro- 
ceedings, and protefted againft them, by which he incurred 
the Royal difpleafure, " and dyed in the difgrace of the king 
on earth, though in favour with the king of kings." 

Sir Thomas Overbury died on the isth of September, 1613, 
and was buried in the Tower about the fame time the marriage 
of the Earl of EfTex and Lady Frances was pronounced a 
nullity. " The morning that the matter was to be decided, 
the King fent an exprefs commandment [to the judges] that in 
opening they fhould not argue nor ufe any reafon, but only 
give their affent or diffent." In the fentence all that is faid is 
that the marriage was null,* propter latens et incurabile impede 
mentum.\ 

On the 26th December following, this unhappy marriage 
was confummated, for which the "family of Suffolk paid dear 
in aftertime, and had fower fawce to that fweet meat of their 
great fon-in-law." J The writer continues, " Surely he was the

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moft unfortunate man in that marriage, being as generally 
beloved for himfelfe and difpofition, as hated afterwards for his 
linking himfelfe in that family; for in all the time of this mans 
favor, before this marriage, he did nothing obnoxious to the 
ftate, or any bafe thing for his private gain ; but whether it 
was his own nature that curbed him, or that there was then a 
brave prince living, and a noble queene that did awe him, we 
cannot fo eafily judge, becaufe, after this marriage and their 
death, he did many ill things/' 

Whilft Overbury, a clofe prifoner in the Tower, was gradually 
finking under the poifons adminiftered to him from day to day 
by the agents of the future Countefs of Somerfet, his murderer 
was taking meafures to diffolve her marriage with the Earl of 
Effex. The King, ftill infatuated with his favourite, and 
influenced by the lady's father, Suffolk, and her grand-uncle 
Northampton, gave his countenance to the ftep. With his 
authority, and probably afling under his advice — ^for James 
prided himfelf on his legal knowledge* — ^a jury of matrons 
was fummoned for preliminary invefligation ; and the lady, 
judging it preferable to appear by proxy, induced a young 
female about her own figure, and attired in one of her drefTes, 
to take her place, clofely veiled, no doubt to hide her blufhes. 
The perfonation fucceeded admirably ; the matrons and their 
venerable ecclefiaftical and legal aflrelTors prefent for the 
occafion concurred in opinion, and declared her to be "Virgo 
intafta." It was prefumed this decifion would have negatived 
>^(tfama clamofa which had previoufly damaged the chara6ler 
of this high-bom lady. But although it fatisfied Royalty, 
and afforded ground for the proceedings which fpeedily 
followed, the public was not fatisfied, ridiculed all the aftors

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in this difgufling drama, and applied to the principal performer 
the coarfeft epithets.* 

On the 26th of December, 161 3, the bridegroom, having 
been previoufly created Earl of Somerfet, became hufband of 
Lady Frances Howard. " The Dean of the Chapel coupled 
them ; which fell out ftrangely that the fame man fhould marry 
the fame perfon in the fame place, upon the felf-fame day (after 
eight years), the former party yet living. All the difference 
was, that the King gave her the lad time, and now her father. 
The King and Queen were both prefent, and tailed wafers and 
ypocrafs as at ordinary weddings." The Dean of the Chapel 
was Dr. Montague, Bifhop of Bath and Wells, t 

Gifford, who has printed the mafque performed upon 
occafion of the marriage of the Earl of Eflex and the Lady 
Frances Howard in 1606, in his valuable edition of the works 
o( Ben Jonfon,! compliments him for not proflituting his mufe 
upon occafion of the new efpoufals of Lady Frances by any 
production in honour of thefe infamous nuptials. For this 
ftrange error he has been juftly taken to talk by Nichols, 
who, in the valuable work juft referred to, is furprifed 
'' that Mr. Gifford fhould congratulate himfelf and his readers 
that Jonfon was not employed at all in the celebration of 
the prefent ill-omened Marriage." Now, it is proved beyond 
doubt that he was dotibly employed, both in " The Challenge at 
Tilt at a Marriage," 161 3, and in the " Irifh Mafque." As both 
thefe are printed by Gifford, it muft be prefumed he never 
read either the one or the other, for the internal evidence 
proves at once for what marriage they were intended.§ 

What was there wonderful in Jonfon, like other poets of the 
day, who even in our times are not overburdened with riches, 
taking money for placing his poetical fervices at the pleafure

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of the King on an occafion which afforded royalty much 
gratification. At this time the murder of Overbury had not 
come to light, and Somerfet, backed by the Howards, was in 
the afcendant. The Countefs, notwithftanding her damaged 
reputation, was the queen of beauty, and worftiipped at Court. 
Could it be imagined that Jonfon would alone refufe to contri- 
bute to the general amufement,becaufe of the very extraordinary 
and unheard of, but legal, procedure which had diiTolved her 
previous matrimonial vow? Would James have overlooked 
and forgiven a refufal on the part of his Poet-Laureate.? 

Somerfet, believing his influence over the King would be 
perpetual, gradually loft his popularity; and the Howards, 
who propofed through his means to rule, became difgufted 
when they found how little he was inclined to benefit them. 
His haughtinefs and prefumption offended Anne of Denmark, 
and irritated her hufband, whilft the courtiers who hated the 
Scottilh parvenu formed a party for his deftruftion. 

With this intention, they felefted a young man of the name 
of Villiers, whofe perfonal beauty it was expefled would 
attraft the notice of James. Nor were they difappointed in 
their anticipations. Before proceeding to open hoftilities, 
Villiers offered himfelf as a fuppliant, and folicited the patron- 
age of the favourite, who rejefled his offer of fervice with 
fcom. War was the confequence, and the downfall of Somerfet 
followed. The fallen favourite fhould have remembered how 
he had fupplanted Dingwall, who, feeing his reign was paft, 
prudently refigned what he had no power to retain, and by fo 
doing preferved the favour of the King. It was Somerfet's 
attempt to oppofe the pleafure of the Monarch that brought 
to light the murder of Overbury, which probably otherwife 
might have been entirely overlooked. 

As the fadls are fully detailed in the State Trials, as well as in 
the " Great Oyer of Poifoning," which we have already noticed, 
it appears unnecefTary to do more than refer to thefe works 
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for fuch further information as may be required on the fubje£l 
of this mod horrible murder, its difcovery and the proceedings 
adopted to bring all implicated in it to trial, and the punifh- 
ment of the murderers. The Countefs pleaded guilty; but 
her hufband, who was tried after her, pointedly denied his 
guilt, and afTuredly, if the trial had taken place in Scotland, 
where the English diflike of the Scots would not have had any 
effeft, the verdift could only have been one of " Not proven." 

Of the inferior culprits, the only one who fuffered unjuftly 
was Sir Gervaife Elwes, who met with fcrimp juftice, as there 
was no evidence to fhew his knowledge of the adminiftration of 
poifoned food. He was a man held in general eftimation, and 
had in thofe evil times, what was not very common, a reputa- 
tion free from ftain. 

Irrefpeftive of the great poetical merits of "Sir Thomas 
Overburies Vifion," it derives peculiar intereft from affording 
a contemporaneous defcription, accompanied by portraitures, 
of the unhappy perfons who were brought to the fcaffold for 
a£ling as agents of the Countefs in her atrocious and vindic- 
tive proceedings. 

Wefton was brought to trial upon the 19th October, 161 5, 
and, being found guilty, was afterwards executed. Mrs. 
Turner was tried and convifted on the 7th November, 1615, 
when the Lord Chief Juftice Coke, the celebrated com- 
mentator on Littleton, before the jury retired to confider 
their verdift, told the unhappy woman that "flie had the 
feven deadly fms, viz., a whore, a bawd, a forcerer, a witch, 
a papift, a felon, a murderer, the daughter of the Devil For- 
man; wifliing her to repent, and become a Servant of Jefus 
Chrift, and to pray to him to caft out of her thofe feven Devils." 
On the 14th November following, (he was executed. Sir Ger- 
vaife Elwes was brought to trial on the i6th November, and 
convifted; and Franklin was in like manner convifted on 
the 27th November following, and both thereafter executed. 
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Of the treatment of the prifoners by the Court, a fpecimen 
has been given in the cafe of Mrs. Turner, from which it may 
be inferred that her partners in guilt were dealt with in a 
fimilar manner. Againft Elwes there was no legal evidence 
of acceflion, and to a gentleman of birth, education, and good 
charafter, the infults offered to him muft have been even 
worfe than the fentence of death, afterwards pronounced upon 
him. " Poor Mrs. Turner," as Weldon defignates her,* 
" Wefton, and Franklyn began the tragedy, Mrs. Turners day 
of mourning being better than the day of her birth, for fhe 
dyed very penitently, and fliewed much modefty in her laft 
aft, which is to be hoped was accepted with God. After that 
dyed Wefton, and then was Franklyn arraigned, who confeffed 
that Overbury was fmothered to death, not poyfoned to death, 
though he had poyfon given him." 

This account of the laft moments of Anne Turner is quite 
in unifon with the beautiful verfes of Niccols, in which the 
unhappy woman, by the penitential confeffion of her fins, and 
her fincere contrition, appeals to the fympathy of her auditors.! 

Somerfet and his wife were brought to trial in 1616. She 
was tried on the 24th of May, and was convifted upon her 
own confeffion. Her hufl^and next day boldly afferted his 
innocence, neverthelefs was found guilty by a jury compofed 
of men who had previoufly made up their minds to convift 
him. 

The " Vifion" is dated in 1616, but has neither the name of 
the printer nor publiflier. Nor is the place of fale given. As 
it fays nothing about the conviftion of the two principal 
culprits, it may be affumed that it was compofed and circulated 
in the interval between the execution of Franklyn and the trial 
of the Countefs. It is conjeflured to have not been printed 
for fale, Niccols being by no means certain what ufe my

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Lord Chief Juftice Coke, " the very quinteffence of law," as 
Weldon farcaftically calls him, might have made of it. This 
may explain its extreme rarity. 

The portraits may be affumed to bear fome refemblance to 
the parties intended to be reprefented, as Niccols was not a 
perfon, from his pofition, likely to palm any fiftitious heads 
upon his readers, many of whom muft have been familiar with 
their features. 

The Countefs did not follow her viflims to the fcaffold, but 
received a pardon, which was no a£l of mercy, for, parted for 
ever from her hufband, fhe lived and died in a ftate of the 
greateft wretchednefs and mifery, excluded from all inter- 
courfe with the world, and debarred accefs to her only child, 
bom whilft confined in the Tower, and named Anne after the 
Queen. Amongft the Domeftic Papers in the State Paper 
Office, November 17, 161 5, there is preferved this interefting 
notice,* figned "W. Smithe:" — "The Countefs of Somerfet 
laying her hand on her belly faid, if I were rid of this 
burden, it is my death that is looked for, and my death they 
fhall have." The child was taken from her, and brought up 
in the paths of virtue. Her mother died whilft fhe was young, 
and every care was taken to prevent knowledge of her crimes 
reaching her daughter's ears. Neither was fhe allowed to 
breathe the foul atmofphere of the Court, until it received 
purification after the acceffion of Charles I., who, with all his 
faults, gave no countenance to vice and irreligion. 

The Mafques, fo popular in the reign of Elizabeth and 
James, were equally fo in the reign of Charles, whofe Queen, 
Henrietta, not only occafionally took part in them herfelf, but 
induced her hufband to do fo alfo. In the year 1634, " The 
Temple of Love," by Inigo Jones and William Davenant, 
was performed by the Queen's Majefty and her Ladies at 
Whitehall on Shrove Tuefday. Amongft the latter was Lady

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Anne Carr, then about nineteen years of age. Her future 
hufband, Lord Ruffel, was one of the noble " Perfian Youths " 
prefent on this occafion; and it may be furmifed that it was 
during this performance the graces of the lady originated that 
affeflion which, three years afterwards, brought about her 
marriage with William, Lord Ruffel, created Duke of Bedford 
after the Revolution, and who died in the eighty-feventh year 
of his age, on the 7th of September, 1 700. 

" Fathers have flinty hearts," it is faid, and Francis, fourth 
Earl of Bedford, was no exception to the adage. Neither 
the charms, nor, what were preferable, the virtues of the lady, 
could efface the guilt of her mother, or induce the noble Earl 
to confent to the nuptiaTs, though ui^ed to do fo by the King 
and Queen. Plutus did what royalty could not. The Earl 
of Somerfet, to his credit be it fpoken, facrificed the remains 
of his fortune, which feems to have been greater than is ufually 
fuppofed, and the lovers were made happy by a payment to 
the Earl of ;^ 12,000, a very lai^e fum in thofe days. 

The eldeft fon of this marriage is hiftorically known as 
William, Lord Ruffel, who unjuftly fuffered in 1683 for his 
alleged participation in what is called the Rye Houfe Plot 
His defcendant, the Duke of Bedford, is thus the lineal heir 
and reprefentative of the Earl and Countefs of Somerfet. 

Somerfet was entitled to the pardon he received from the 
Monarch by whom he was once fo much beloved — for there 
was no legal evidence whatever of his participation in the 
guilty practices of the Countefs. If he had followed the 
example fhown him by his original patron. Lord Dingwall, in 
his own cafe, and quietly allowed George Villiers to take his 
place in the King's affeflion, the murder of Overbury would 
never have been brought to light.

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GENERAL NOTICE. OF THE CLUB. 

The Hunterian Club was founded in Glafgow in the year 
187 1 by a few men of literary tafles who were in the habit 
of meeting each other frequently, fometimes in one another's 
houfes, but more often in the " back-(hop " of one of the local 
bookfellers, where many an interefling fympoiium was held. 

About the ^^fizties" of lail century there arofe a marked 
revival of the tafte for reprints of the works of authors of the 
16^ and 17*^ centuries which had been fo prominent about 
fifty years previoufly, but in all the later fchemes far too little 
attention appeared to be paid to fecure exact accuracy in the 
tranfcripts of the original text of the authors chofen for 
reprint, while there was a great mixing up of various editions, 
and a conftant overloading with editorial notes more or lefs 
relevant. 

After long and anxious deliberation it was finally decided that 
there was flill room for another reprinting club, more nearly 
on the lines of the old Glafgow ** Maitland Club " than any of 
the recent ones, whofe object ihould be the reproduction of 
the works of Scottifh writers of Elizabethan times, its motto 
being more particularly a pure text, taken always firom firft 
editions when obtainable, and fo far as modern appliances lent 
themfelves to it, giving an exact rendering of page, line, and 
word, with the illullrations, initial letters, &c., in facfimile. 

For the new undertaking thus propofed to come into being, 
under the Ihadow, as it were, of the Univerfity of Glafgow, which 
poiTeflies the almoft pricelefs collection of manufcripts and printed 

• •• 
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books of Dr. William Hunter, bequeathed to it with the red 
of his general collection, now known as the Hunterian Mufeum, 
it was believed that there could not be a more appropriate 
title than the " Hunterian Qub," and fo it was duly chriflened. 

Some of the early conceptions as to its work had to be 
abandoned almoil at the outfet, as, for inflance, that the writings 
of Scottiih authors only Ihould be reprinted, further inveiliga- 
tion having ihown that nearly every one of thofe whofe works 
came within the fcope of the Qub had already been rendered 
more or leis acceflible through modem reprints. It was alfo 
found that many of the Englifh members, who had joined the 
Club to a greater extent than Scottifh ones, exprefled a flrong 
wifli that fome at lead of the iiTues (hould confift of the works 
of Bngliih writers. 

Further experience alfo (howed that very few firil editions of 
fuitable works were to be found in Scottiih libraries, either 
private or public, and that at a very early date arrangements for 
obtaining thoie required from other fources would have to be 
made. Through the good offices of Dr. David Laing applica* 
tions about this time to Mr. S. Chriftie- Miller of Britwdl, 
and to Mr. Henry Huth, of London, for the loan of fome of the 
extremely rare and valuable fird editions of pieces by Samuel 
Rowlands and other authors in their fplendid libraries, were 
cordially entertained and mod liberally granted. It is not eafy to 
edimate how materially the objects and work of the Hunterian 
Club were facilitated by the kind and open-handed fpirit diown 
in this way, not only by thefe gentlemen, but by almod every 
other owner of rare books whom the Club found it neceilary, 
in the couife of its printing work, to approach for fimilar 
purpofes. 

Befides private owners, feveral of the great Englifh librariei 
were known to be the pofleflbrs of deiirable early editions, and, 
in fuch cafes alfo, everything was done by the authorities of thefe 
inditutions to afford all needful accefs to the required volumes, 
both for amanuenfis and for phot(^;raphic work.

As the writings of a Scottiih author which had never been 
reprinted, perhaps owing to their remarkable rarity, the Poetical 
Works of Alexander Craig of Rofecraig, " Scotobritaine," were 
felected for early iffue, largely on the advice of Dr. David Laing, 
who, on their completion, wrote an interefting Introduction to 
accompany the volume. 

Samuel Rowlands, a writer whofe works were all but inaccefiible 
to the fludent of Early Englilh literature, was alfo chofen for 
reproduction, and feveral of his pieces formed the earlieil iflues 
of the Club. In the Firfl Report it was iiaid regarding him, 
"For the (Indent of Engliih hiflory the fide-lights which fuch 
''productions as thofe of Samuel Rowlands throw on the under- 
''current of the national life towards the clofe of the reign of 
"Queen Elisabeth, and during that of James I., are of great 
"value. His works abound in alluiions of the moil intereiling 
''kind. He iatirizes the vices and follies of his day with an

'* unfparing band, and there feems to have been ample fcope for 
*^ the exerciie of his trenchant pen. His references to places and 
" objects of interest are not the lead valuable of his alluiions, and 
" what Mr. John Payne Collier has £ud regarding his ' Hvmors 
" ' Looking Glafle ' may with equal truth be applied to many of 
''his other works : — 'Some of the (hort productions are of courfe 
" ' not fo good as others, but there is fcarcely one that does not 
'"fupply fome curious information r^arding places, opinions, 
"'fafhions, and manners.' Beiides being a writer of humorous, 
"iatirical, and moral poetry, Rowlands was alfo the author of 
" various religious works, and one of his hymns was printed a few 
"years ago in a popular magazine as the bed fpecimen of 
"hymnology belonging to the clofe of the i6th century. One 
" of Rowlands' Tracts was edited by Sir Walter Scott, who was 
''perhaps the fird to recognife his worth. Mr. Utterfon, Mr. 
"Collier, Mr. Halliwell-Fhillips, and Dr. Rimbault alfo edited 
"one or more of them. The originals are all of great, fome 
" of excefiive, rarity, and in no library, public or private, however 
' rich it may be in remains of Early £ngli(h literature, is there a 
" complete coUedtion of his works." 

In the courfe of the third year Thomas Lodge was fixed upon 
as an Engliih author whofe works, of great merit, had never been 
republifhed in their entirety. Of them Dr. David Laing wrote 
in an Introdu<5tion to two of Lodge's pieces reprinted in 1853 
by the Shakefpeare Society : — " It is, however, in his character as 
" a poet that Lodge perhaps claims his chief didindlion. It may, 
"therefore, be hoped that the plan which Mr. Singer in his 
"Select Early Englifh Poets left uncompleted, may yet be 
"accomplifhed, by publifhing the whole of Lodge's poetical com- 
" portions in a collective form ... Sir Egerton Brydges has 
" paid a jud and eloquent tribute to his genius in his republican 
"tion of 'England's Helicon,' a poetical miscellany to which 
" Lodge was a contributor in 1600. ' By far the fird of thefe,' he 
"remarks, 'are the compoiitions of Dr. Thomas Lodge and 
"'Nicholas Breton. That the genius of both of thefe writers 
" ' was not only elegant, but pure and unsophidicated, and far 
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" 'above the tafle of their age, may fafely be affirmed ... In 
** * Lodge we find whole paftorals and odes which have all the 
'* 'eafe, elegance, and poliih of a modern author.'" 

In the cafe of Lodge, as well as in that of Rowlands, the 
Hunterian Club has fucceeded in giving for the firfl time to 
lovers of Elizabethan literature the opportunity of poiTelling a 
complete coUeAion of his works. Had it been found expedient 
to carry on the work of the Club for a longer period it is almofl 
certain that Nicholas Breton, the author referred to above by 
Dr. Laing, would have been the next to be taken in hand, 
although a limited reprint of his works was made by the late 
Dr. A. B. Grofart. 

At a very early Rage of the Club's hiftory many of the Scottilh 
members were urgent that a complete print of the Bannatyne 
Manofcript should be undertaken, as, though this famous flore- 
houfe of old Scottiih poetry had been conilantly ransacked by 
editors, from the time when Allan Ramiay drew the contents of 
his " Evergreen " from it onwards, it ftill remained to a confider- 
able extent unprinted. 

After much hefitationon account of the difficulties involved in 
the nature of the work, it was decided that an effort (hould be 
made in the defired direction, permiffion to copy the whole of 
the four hundred clofely-written folios of the Manufcript was 
obtained from the Curators of the Advocates' Library, its poiTeffors, 
a competent tranfcriber, Mr. Aimers, was fecured, and Rev. Mr. 
Macleod of the Regifler Houfe, Edinburgh, was afked to take a 
general fupervifion of the tranfcription. About this time the 
Rev. George A. Panton, who had done fome good editing work 
for the Early Englifh Text Society, and was a Member of the 
Council of the Hunterian Club, went to refide in Edinbuigh, 
which placed him in a favourable pofition to undertake the 
editorihip. Mofl unfortunately, within a very fhort period Mr. 
Panton's health gave way, and after a brief illnefs he died, to 
the great and lafling regret of his friends in the Council. Only 
two fheets of the text of the Bannatyne Manufcript had then 
been printed off, and the project, begun with favourable profpects 
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of fuccefs, came to an abrapt fufpenfion, with, apparently at 
the time, fiiint chances of its refumption. 

Happily, however, a way out of the difficulties was at lad 
reached through the kind liberality of the Curators of the 
Advocates' Library, who allowed their precious Manufcript to be 
depofited in the office of the Town-Clerk of Glafgow, where, with 
all due precautions as to fafe cuflody, it remained for the length 
of time during which the prefent writer, who had taken up the 
dropped editorial work, had the regular and conflant accefs to it 
he required for the purpofes of collation and reference. 

From this time onwards for a confiderable period the fcheme 
of the Club was carried on fuccelsfully, until another interruption 
took place through the lamented illnefs and death of the Honorary 
Secretary and Treafurer, Mr. John Aleacander, of Menilriebank, 
Dowanhill, who had acted as Treafurer from its commencement, 
and had a few years later taken up the Secretaryihip on the retiral 
of Mr. Alexander Smith, the firft holder of that office. To know 
Mr. Alexander was to love him, and his fellow-members of the 
Council felt his removal from amongil them as a great perfonal 
lofs. With his withdrawal from the active buiiness management 
of the Club it feemed as if it again had received a blow from 
which it was unlikely to recover. 

After the lapfe of a prolonged period it was arranged that an 
effort should be made to complete the iffues (lill unfinifhed, but 
that none of thofe writings of other authors originally contem- 
plated for iffue fhould be taken in hand, fo that the scheme of 
the Club might be brought to a concluiion. 

This refult has now, after many delays, been finally accom- 

plilhed, and the fixty-eight parts (or Volumes, as many of them 

might more properly be defignated) ifTued by the Hunterian 

Club will remain as a collection of pure and reliable texts of 

authors whofe works have hitherto been almofl inacceffible to 

booklovers in any fhape or form. 

\ It mufl not be omitted in this notice to acknowledge the 

i liberality of thofe members of the Club who, during fevend 

I fucceffive years, prefented reprints of rare books,^ amounting in 
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the aggregate to over 700 pages of printed matter, befides accom- 
panying engravings and fadimiles of manufcripts, and which 
reprefented no inconfiderable gifts to the members on the roll 
for thefe various years.

On the fucceHive Honorary Secretaries moll of the very 
confiderable editorial and other duties have fallen, and to the 
laft of tbem, the writer of this notice, not the leall of his cares 
has been, that, owing to want of health ia later years, the 
termination of the UTues and general winding up of the Hunterian 
Qub have not been accompliihed at a confiderably earlier date.

two pieces equally rare with those already reprinted. These, with some fugitive poems, complete all the known 
works of this author. 

For the student of English history the side-lights which such productions as those of Samuel Rowlands throw on 
the undercurrent of the national life towards the close of the reign of Queen Elizabeth, and during that of James I., 
are of great value. His works abound in allusions of the most interesting kind. He satirizes the vices and follies of his 
day with an unsparing hand, and there seems to have been ample scope for the exercise of his trenchant pen. His 
references to places and objects of interest are not the least valuable of his allusions, and what Mr. Collier has said 
generally regarding ** Humors Looking Glasse" may, with equal truth, be applied to many of his other works: — 
** Some of the short productions are, of course, not so good as others, but there is scarcely one that does not supply 
fome curious information regarding places, opinions, fashions, and manners." Besides being a writer of himiorous, 
moral, and satirical poetry, Rowlands was also the author of various religious works, and one of his hymns was printed 
a few years ago in a popular magazine as the best specimen of h3rmnology belonging to the close of the i6th 
century. One of Rowlands* Tracts was edited by Sir Walter Scott, who was, perhaps, the first to recognize his worth. 
Mr. Utterson, Mr. Collier, Mr. Halliwell-Phillipps, and Dr. Rimbault also have edited one or more of his Tracts. 
The originals are all of great, some of excessive, rarity ; and in no library, public or private, however rich it may be 
in remains of early English literature, is there a complete collection. The Council will spare no effort to reprint the 
whole of his known works. 

It has been already aimounced that the Coimcil has obtained permission from the Curators of the Advocates' Library 
to print the whole of the Bannatyne MS. From the evident care bestowed by George Bannatyne on the compilation 
and arrangement of his invaluable collection of the remains of our early Scotish Poets — in many respects one of the 
most interesting of our national MSS. — and from his occasional Addresses to the Reader, it is obvious that he intended 



it for pnblication in its present form. The troubled times that followed 1568 doabtless prevented him from canying out 
his design. In 1724 "The Eveigreen" was printed, its contents being drawn largely, if not exdusively, from the 
Bannatyne MS. To Allan Ramsay, therefore, we owe much for drawing attention to the collection, but we should have 
owed him still more had he given us the text as he found it. In 1770 Lord Hailes published a more faithful and 
judicious selection, to which were added notes and a glossary. Since that period the MS. has not only afforded 
help to almost every antiquary who has written upon the ancient history and literature of Scotland, but has been 
the copious source whence various editors have drawn their materials — as selections, in separate pieces, or included 
with the works of their authors. A large and most interesting portion, however, of the contents has never yet been 
printed, while the greater part of what has more recently appeared— chiefly edited by Mr. David Laing, with an 
ability and fidelity rarely equalled — ^besides being in various forms, has now become costly, and practically inaccessible. 
The necessity and value, therefore, of an exact imprint of the whole of this early Scotish Poetical Miscellany are 
sufficiently obvious; and what Geoige Bannatyne carefully and affectionately prepared for the press in 1568, from his 

" Copeis awld, mankit, and mvtillait,*' 

the Council hopes to reproduce, with all faithfulness, in the form and order in which it was left A considerable portion 
of the MS. has been transcribed, and is in the printer's hands. 

The best thanks of the Club are due to the Earl of Ellesmere, to Mr. Huth, to Mr. Collier, and to Mr. Maidment^ 
for lending their very rare copies, as the Council has been thereby enabled to give the Reprints a much nearer 
approach to the appearance of the originals than could otherwise have been obtained. 

The Council hopes that Members will lend their aid towards completing the membership of the Club, which is 
strictly limited to two hundred. Had the roll been filled up several other pieces could have been given for the first 
year; and it is therefore evident that Members will benefit themselves by any exertion they may make with this 
object. 

Attention may again be drawn to the rule that subscriptions will on no account be anticipated, and therefore 
prompt payment on the part of the Members will much facilitate the business of the Club. No books can be issued 
to any Member whose subscription is unpaid. 

Before closing its Report ^he Council desires to express its obligation to Mr. Anderson, Printer to the Qub, 
for the great care and attention bestowed by him on the reproduction of the Tracts. The woodcuts, initial letters, and 
typographical ornaments have been copied by Mr. Stephen Miller in an admirable manner.

All the known Works of Samuel Rowlands, as given in Mr. Hazlitt's Handbook, 
are now reprinted by the Club, with the exception of " A Theatre of Delightful 
Recreation," 1605, and " Six London Goflips," 1607, of which the Council have 
been unable to hear of any copies exifting; nor have they been able to difcover 
the firft edition of " Dr. Merryman," 1607. Failing it, they are indebted to the 
kindnefs of Mr. Huth for the ufe of his copy of the fecond edition of 1609, from 
which the Club*s reprint has been made. The rarity of this fecond edition may be 
underftood, when it is ftated that in the fifth portion of the Rev. Mr. Corfer's fale 
(July 1870) it brought £21 los. The Council would ftill be glad to hear of the much 
more interefting edition of 1607; and (hould it be found within a reafonable time, 
and accefs had to it, they would not hefitate to reprint it, relegating the fecond edition 
to an appendix. The following entry in the "Stationers' Regifters" (Mr. Arber's 
*' Tranfcript," vol. 3, p. 609) points to the faft that another produ6lion by Rowlands, 
if printed, as it mod likely was, has dropped out of fight: — 

'' 22 Maij 161 7. 
" Mailer Pauier. — Entred for his copie vnder the handes of maAer Tauemor and both the wardens, A Poeme 

intituled The Bride^ written by Samuell Rowlande, . vjd."

In regard to a -General Introduction to Samukl Rowlands' Works, the Council 
are in fome difficulty. In 1815 Sir Walter Scott reprinted "The Letting of Humors 
Blood in the Head-vainc/' for which he wrote a fhort Preface, partly of a particular and 
partly of a general charaflcr. Although fince that time much has been written on the 
contents of the Trafls themfclves, nothing has been difcovered of a bic^raphical 
nature. In fa6l, abfolutely nothing is known of ROWLANDS* perfonal hiftory; and this 
is all the more remarkable, confidering his great popularity as a writer. Failing 
other arrangements for an Introduftion, it has been fuggefted that this Preface by 
Sir Walter Scott be reproduced, with a Bibliographical Index of critical extrafts from 
other authorities. A Gloffarial Index and Title-pages will alfo be given. 

Only two Trafts by THOMAS LODGE have been reprinted this year. This arifes 
from tlxe faft that the Council were anxious to clear the way by finifliing all the 
Rowlands Trafts, fo as to be enabled, in the fucceeding year, to give greater attention 
to the former author. Through the kindnefs of Mr. S. Chriftie-Miller of Britwell, 
the Council have had accefs to the firft edition of '* Rofalynde," 1590, and to the 
" Hiftoric of Robert, Second Duke of Normandy," 1591, both unique. The firft men- 
tioned, as is well known, is the work upon which Shakefpeare founded his charming 
play " As You Like It," and has been fcveral times reprinted from the fecond edition 
of 1592 — ^in Mr. Collier's Shakefpeare Library, 1850, and in Mr. Hazlitt's Sliake/feare 
Library, 1875 — while the firft edition has never yet been reprinted. Mr. Chriftie-Miller's 
unique copy unfortunately wants the whole of Sheet R, or 4 leaves ; but in the Club's 
reprint this mifling portion will be fupplied from the fecond edition of 1592. 

Mr. A. B. Stewart's prefentation volume of Garden's " Life of Biftiop Elphinftone" 
and ** The Theatre of Scottifti Worthies," is not yet ready, but will fhortly be iflued to 
Members for the Fourth Year. The Council, however, take this occafion of heartily 
thanking Mr. .Stewart, on behalf of the Members, for his handfome gift. 

The Council regret that the iffue of the Bannatyne MANUSCRIPT — the moft 
interefting and valuable colleftion of early Scottifli Poetry in exiftence — ^has not made 
greater progrefs. About half of it is now ifTued to Members, fo that there is reafon 
for hoping that another year will fee this important Manufcript entirely printed.

In regard to ** Rofalynde," it may be noted that the firft edition, 1590, 
has never until now been reprinted. For the ufe of the unique original 
(unfortunately imperfe6l) in the Britwell library, the Club is indebted to 
the kindnefs of Mr. S. Chriftie-Miller. The deficiency (Sig. R, 4 leaves) 
has been fupplied from the fecond edition, 1592, in the colle6lion of Mr. 
Henry Huth. "Robert Duke of Normandy" is alfo reprinted from the 
unique edition of 1591, in the Britwell library. 

The "Bibliographical Index" to Samuel Rowlands' collected Works, 
will, it is hoped, commend itfelf to the Members. So far as known, all the 
notable points to be found in Englifli literature relating to the various 
produ6lions from Rowlands' pen are included. 

In regard to " Guy, Earl of Warwick," the Council are forry to have 
found that the title-page of the copy in the Britifh Mufeum, from which the 
Club's reprint was made, is fpurious — ^an admirable facfimile — and that the 
opinion of thofe gentlemen who have been confulted is that the text is fup- 
pofed to be that of 1679. As foon as accefs can be had to a copy of this 
latter edition (it is not in the National CoUeftion) the point will be verified, 
and tlie correal title-page will be iffued. The earlieft edition known is 
that of 1632, in the Britifh Mufeum, but it is much mutilated, and is fo 
ferioufly imperfect as to be quite unfit for the purpofes of collation. 

The Council have pleafure in announcing that an Introduction to 
Rowlands' Works has been undertaken by Mr. Edmund W. Goffe, who, 
there is no doubt, will do full juftice to the fubjedl. Mr. Sydney J. Herr- 



tage has compiled a number of Notes explanatory of the numerous contem- 
porary allufions in Rowlands' Works, and alfo a Gloflarial Index. Thefe 
will appear with the iffue for the Sixth Year, as alfo title-pages, and directions 
for binding. 

The part of the " Bannatyne Manufcript " now fent out is as large as 
the two previous ones — ^an earned that the work of printing this, the moft 
important coUeftion of early Scottifli Poetry, is making fatisfaftory progrefs. 

It is with unfeigned regret that the Council have to notice in this 
Report the lofs the Club has fuftained in the death of the eminent Scottifh 
Antiquary, Mr. David Laing. Although not dire6lly identified with the 
Club, he neverthelefs from the firft gave it his influential fupport, and it is 
almofl: unneceffary to remind the Members that the Works of Alexander 
Craig, Patrick Hannay, and Alexander Garden have been enriched by 
Memoirs and Introductory Notices from his fcholarly pen.

The reprint of the ** Looking Glaffe for London and England " was made 
from the fecond edition, 1 598, a circumftance which, although unavoidable, the 
Coimcil regret. The pra6lice of the Club has hitherto been, when poffible, 
to print the exai5l text of firft editions ; but in this inftance, the unique copy of 
1 594, in the Library of his Grace the Duke of Devonfliire, could not be found, 
having been miflaid. It is almoft needlefs to add that his Grace, with his 
wonted liberality, would have lent it to the Club for reprodu6lion had it been 
recovered in time. 

By the iffue of Part VIL the full text of the Bannatyne MS. is now 
complete, and it is a fatisfaftion to the Council to know that the contents of 
this important collection are at length placed beyond the reach of accident. 
Owing to various contingencies, the work has occupied a much longer time 
than was anticipated, but the Council believe that the delay has been conducive 
to a faithful rendering of the original text. They have to acknowledge the 
facilities afforded by the Curators of the Advocates' Library, for the copying 
and collation of the Manufcript, the details having been carried out with the 
utmoft care and kindnefs by their refpefted Librarian, Mr. J. T. Clark.

As ftated in the Bibliographical Index, Lodge's "Poore Mans Talentt" 
is now printed for the firft time, from the original Manufcript principally 
in the handwriting of the author, and it will be feen from Mr. Gosse's 
Memoir that this work has yielded feveral interefting points regarding 
Lodge's perfonal hiftory not previoufly known. 

With regard to Rowlands' **Aue Caefar," 1603, the Council only 
learned after the Club's reprint of this author's works had been completed, 
that a piece bearing his initials was included in the Second Series of the 
late Mr. Henry Huth's "Fugitive Poetical Trafts," 1875. In the Pre- 
fatory Note to the prefent reprint the reafons for its addition to the Hunterian 
Club's edition of Rowlands' works are fully ftated. 

The Index, Gloffary, and Title Pages to Lodge's Works, and com- 
pleting them, are now all printed, and only the want of funds has prevented 
their inclufion with the Parts for the Eighth Year. 



Along with the completion of Lodge, and as a firfl iflue for the Ninth 
Year, it is propofed to fend out the Introdu6lory matter and Index to the 
Bannatyne Manuscript. The Council is fatisfied that the complete publi- 
cation of this important manufcript has been the moil flriking feature of the 
Club's work, and would have juftified its exiftence had nothing elfe been 
undertaken. It is already within the knowledge of members, that every 
line and word have been printed, all previous tranfcripts from its folios 
being fragmentary, and thus many of its moil chara6leriftic contents 
have been for the firft time made acceffible to (Indents of Early Scottifh 
Literature. 

The Council does not intend to carry on the Club further than to com- 
plete the work now in progrefs, but for this purpofe it will be neceflary to 
call up the Ninth Year's fubfcription to the extent of Thirty Shillings, which 
will yield a fum fufficient, it is calculated, to cover all prefent and pro- 
fpeftive liabilities. 

In connexion with this announcement, the Council defires to make 
plain, beyond the poffibility of mifunderftanding, that members who do not, 
at an early date, complete their fets fo far as iffued, will not afterwards 
have an opportunity of doing fo, as the number of copies printed will 
correfpond only to the paid fubfcriptions for the Eighth Year. 

The Council has further decided that all previous iffues remaining in 
flock after the ift of July, 1888, (hall be dedroyed, fo as eflfe<5lually to 
prevent any of the Club's publications finding their way into the book market 
as ''remainders." Its policy has been throughout to make each financial 
year bear its own liabilities, and now to accept less than full fubfcription 
price for any portion of the iffues, would manifedly be unjud to thofe 
members who from the fird have fo loyally and indulgently fupported the 
Hunterian Club. 

The Council has to exprefs its great regret that fo long a time has 
elapfed fince the lad iflfue (the fird for the Eighth Year) was made, but 
circumdances over which it had really no control unfortunately intervened. 
The lamented death, in May, 1886, of the late Honorary Secretary and 
Treafurer, Mr. John Alexander, has been a heavy lofs, and his old 
colleagues in the Council take this opportunity of recording their deep 
fenfe of his untiring intered in all the Club's affairs.

Some years ago an Interim Report for the Ninth Year contained the 
following : — 

With this circular Members who have paid the proportion of the fubfcription a(ked 
for the Ninth year (30s.), will receive a voucher for the delitpary of the Gloffiury to the 
Bannatyne Manuicript (nearly soo pages), which is now at laft finifhed and ready 
for iftue. 

To complete the work of the Club there ftill remain to be iftued title-pages and 
contents-pages for the volumes of the Bannatyne Manufcript, facfimile-pages of the 
Manufcript itfelf, a Ihort general preface, and a fcheme for binding. The printers are 
now engaged upon the iirft of thefe, fo thatt no long time wiH ebpfe before they ere 
ready for delivery, as part 66 (and laft). 

WhoB the laft Report — that for the Eighdi year--Hras feat out, it was tfaonght by the 
Council that the outftanding liabilities, and the coft of completing flie work ftill lo be 
done, could be met by a portion of the Ninth year's fubfcription, and confequently 
only 30s, of it was aflced for. The number of Members who refponded to this call 
was, however, much lefs than had been reckoned upon; while the printer's bill 
(which could not then be made up owing to the ferious and long-continued illneis 
of the managing partner of the firm) turned out to be much heavier than had been 
anticipated. 
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From thefe caufes there is not now money in hand to meet the printing of the 
Gloiikry — which, of courfe, is expenfive work — and for that purpofe at leafl the 
balance of the Ninth year's fubfcription (12s.) will be required. The Coimdl under- 
take, however, that what ilill remains to be done to complete the work of the Club 
as above flated will be met without any further call upon the Members than this fum. 

The fubfcriptions received in anfwer to the requeft made in the laft 
paragraph of this Interim Report were comparatively few in number, and 
therefore were not nearly sufficient to meet the coft of printing. In fulfilment, 
however, of the undertaking then given by the Council, the material required 
to finifli the whole iffues of the Club has now been finally arranged and 
printed, and is herewith fent out to the remaining Members, ue,y thofe who 
have paid the amount afked (12s.), and without further coft to them. 

An opportunity will ftill be given for a limited period to former Members 
who may wifli to fubfcribe for the whole iffues of the Ninth Year {£2 2s.), 
or for the concluding iffue now made (12s.), but after a fhort time the 
arrangement which, as ftated in the Eighth Report, had been made with regard 
to previous iffues, will be carried out with this one, "fo as effectually to 
prevent any of the Club publications finding their way into the book market 
as remainders." 

After the accounts are made up a copy of the final balance-fheet will 
be iffued. It will, unfortunately, (how a very confiderable fum due to 
the Honorary Treafurer. 

It now only remains, in this the final Report of the Hunterian Club, to 
take leave of the Members who are ftill on the roll, with an expreffion of 
regret for the long delay in the preparation of the material required to wind 
up the laft of the iffues, for which the Honorary Secretary affumes the entire 
refponfibility, but at the fame time with a feeling of fatisfaction that the 
work has at laft been brought to a termination.
